We referred last week’ to a memorial 
from the Vicoroy of Fuhkien and Che- 
keang, regarding the maladuinistration 
of justice in the former province; and 
the Gazette of the 14th April contains 
® further memorial by the well-known 
Ting Jih-chang, Governor of Fohkien, 
expatinting still more strongly upon 
the evil. Opinions differ..as to this 
Mandurin’s real character; but we are 
content to take his written words on this 
and other oceasions, as evidence of a 
real perception of the evils arising from 
the corruption prevailing in the official 
Yaméns, Several years ago he wrote a 
memorial upon the misdeeds of the 
“Shupan” or Yamén clerks, which 
exposed the very root of the evi 

An Official is shifted from plice to place, 
and from province to province ; he is 
necessuriiy ignorant of all the circum- 
stances and customs of his new dis 
and has to rely on the olerks in bis 
office for information. The influence 
these can exercise, therefore, is immense, 











aud their opportunities for making 





money are correspondingly great. De- 
pendent upon them in great measure 
for carrying on the routine work and 
for guidance as to the local customs, 
the Official fears to control them, 
‘The only channels through which com- 
plaints or petitions can reach their 
chief, they are able to exact fees from 
every applicant to the Yamén, And 
the Mandariu’s nominal pay is so small, 
and the clerks’ nominal pay is so amall, 
that it is really almost absurd to legis.

In paragraphs which we reprint 
elsewhere, the Foochow Herald describes 
acase where a servant hung bitiselé 
rather than incur the torture end 

squeezing” that he kuew awaited him 
in the city prison, on a charge of which 
he was yet said to be wholly innocent ; 
and a second case of a kidnapper being 
starved to death in a public cage for 
stealing a child—which goes far to 
justify the first man’s reckless resolve 
to escape at all cost from the, horrors 
which degrade a Chinese Court of 
justice. 

But to come to the memorial which 
we spoke of at the outset, Not only 
do the Fobkien officials—in connivance 
no doubt with their subordinates—per- 
mit cases to remain unsettled, while both 
accused and witnesses languish in prison, 
but the official returns of prisoners are 
falsified to cover the imprisonment of 
scores who are detained without being 
named on the records! The Magistrate 
of Amoy was found to have 80 prisoners 
in gaol, though he reported only 6; the 
Mngistrate of Shih-ma reported his 
gaol empty, while it really contained 

Nor is this the worst 
joners are confined by the 
\gs without the knowledge of 
the clerks and secretaries, whilst these 
again commit persons to custody with 
out the knowledge of their official 
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employers, Farmers and labourers or 
petty’ traders once cast into prison,

pictare of wrong disclosed in these 
‘few. lines is almost inconceivable to 
Englishmon, whose reliance tipon the 
integrity’ of their magistiacy ‘and the 
purity of ‘their ‘judicial system is as 
firm—as the utter distrust of the 
Chinese in'thieir own officinls‘and their 
‘subordinates. We are glad to believe 
that Folkien is a’ bad sample of a Chi- 
neie province ; though we may be sure 
that the wrongs so prevalent there, 
are not absent elsewhere, It is only a 
question of degree, and the best we 
can liope is that Ting Fatai will be 
able to work a small ineasute of reform. 
The stable is too foul for a Hercules 
to cloauge it; no one man is strong 
enough, nor is ove goneration long 
enough to root out ‘the system of 
corraption ‘which prevails, Radical 
reform is iieeded ; bit those who wish 
to seo it applied are few indeed com- 
pared to those. who hold the darling 
Tory creed that» whatever is is 
right. ‘The time has been when the 
Administration of justice in England 
was far from having attained the purity 
which now characterises it. But the 
caso was never s0 bad as in China; and 
we have been aided in the process of 
reform by a power which the Chinese 
+ have not, to help them. The glare of 
publicity which is now turned by the 
Press upon the acts of our officials 
renders such wrong-doing impossible ; 
and it will hardly be till the Chinese 
have the sume advantage and the 
same facilities for commnuication which 
enable the spread of information in the 
West, that they can hope to remedy 
the ‘defects of their system and the 
wrongs of those who administer it.

Every one who did not go up-country 
has been intent on the Races, which 
occupied the first four days of the week, 
and furnished excellent sport. With the 
exception of the first day, the weather has 
been perfect ; and the only drawback to 
the enjoyment of spectators was the want 
of a Band, which we are generally fortunate 
enough to secure from the men-of-war in 
harbour. This year, however, it so chances 
that there are none here of sufficient rating 
to possess that luxury, and the intervals 
between the races were a little dull to 
those not immediately interested in the 
ponies. A full report of the several events 
will be found elsewhere. 

Woe are sorry to hear that Mr. Morriss 
lost his race-pony Sultan, Tuesday morn- 
ing. Ho was suddenly felt toswerve badly, 
while taking his morning canter, and the 
rider had hardly time to free his feet from 
the stirrups before the pony fell dead. 
‘The cause of death was, we believe, rup- 
ture of an aneurisin. 

Upwards of fifty race ponies, with 
several unnamed griffins and hacks, were 
offered for sale by Public Auction yester- 
day, at the Shanghai Horse Bozaar. There 
was a numerous attendance, and the com- 
petition in some instances was pretty keen, 
but the prices realised were only moderate, 
three or four of the best ponies being 
bought in. ‘The following were the prices 
realised, given in taels :—Prince William, 
70; Prince Alfred, 60; Prince Richard, 
25; Prince John—(griffin), 21; Camem- 
bert, 24; Roquefort, 30; Goldfinch, 24 ;

‘We are asked to publish a balance sheet 
showing the receipts “and expenditure of 
the Shantung Relief Fund up to the 19th 
instant. Messrs. Comabé & Co., of Chefoo, 
who have kindly ‘acted as honorary 
treasurers, had received up to that date 
‘Tis, 22,245, out of which ‘Tls.-16,871 liad 
been experided or reiiitted to the interior, 
leaving a balance of Tis. 5,374, in hand, to 
meet future requirements. 

Quite an exodus of wheelbarrow men 
took place, on the flood tide on the Soochow 
Creek, Wednesday morning. About half-a- 
dozen large native cargo boats, stacked 
with barrows, lay at the back of H.B.M.’s 
Gaol on Tuesday night, ready to sail on the 
morrow, for anew sphere of occupation— 
the men not feeling able to pay the 
ditional tax put upon them by tho Muni- 
cipality. 

‘A petition has been’ presented by vertain 
Chitiese to, H.B.M.’s Consul, seeking to 
recover compensation from the steamer 
Haining, belonging to the China Coast 
Steam Navigation Company, for having 
run down a junk on her last voyage but 
one from ‘Tientsin. It appears that be- 
tween Chefoo and the North East Pro- 
montory the Haining was in company with 
the China Merchants’ Company's steamer 
Fungshun, and the steamers were so near 
together that the junk people appeared 
bewildered as to which course they’ should 
take. It was about nine o'clock at night, 
and the weather was clear. Both steamers, 
we hear, altered their helms to go 
clear of the junk, which, however, also 
altered its course and attempted as usual 
to cross under the bow of the Haining. 
The- result was a collision, both vessels 
being damaged. ‘The Haining had a hole 
knocked in her bows, while the bow of the 
junk was smashed to pieces and the hull 
appeared also to be damaged. ‘The junk 
people asked to be ‘taken on board the 
steamer, and apparently without an ex- 
amination as to the probabilities of the junk 
being kept afloat for any length of time, 
half. of them were taken on board the 
Haining and the other half on the 
Pungshun, They were brought forward 
to: Shanghai, and -proceedings against the 
Haining were at once instituted. We 
understand it is currently reported in 
Chefoo that the ‘junk -vas afloat ‘for 
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“two days after the occurrence,*and that 
if her crew had remained by her; she 
would, in all probability, have been saved. 

‘After thie interest that has been taken in 
the operations of the crows in building nests 

onthe P. and O. flagstaff, it may be worth 
mentioning that a pair are now trying to 
establish themselves on the flagstaff in the 
Consular compound. ‘They have chosen as 
a foundation the crosses of the weather- 
vane, and have made great progress with 
their work, the nest being already formed. 
It is “generally believed” that they are 
tho same pairthat had their nest blown off 
the P. and O. staff a week or so ago, and 
their perseverance deserves to be successful. 

Wereceived Tuesday, from a Piscatorical 
Rambler, some beautiful small fish which 
were caught with the fly within a very 
few miles of Shanghai. We think they 
are of the trout species from their form, 
although they lack the spots. Though small 
in size, they were very delicate in flavour, 
and quite free from the muddy taste which 
is usual in Shanghai fresh-water fish. 

‘An orchid show has been going on during 
the week in the so-called Tea Gardens, in 
tho City. 

‘Some time ago, a passenger by one of the 
outgoing China Merchants’ river steamers 
placed his bag on the bed in his state-room, 

"and went on deck fora stroll. On going 
below again, after the steamer had started, 
he found the bag had been stolen. Among 
other things, it contained a watch, Bible, 
Letts’s Diary, and a packet of eleven letters 
addressed to residents at Chinkiang. 
Complaint was in due course mado to 
the police, and a search resulted in the 

| discovery of the Bible and some other of 
tho articles hidden in a hole in the city 
wall. The watch was found at a pawn- 

shop, and this led to the apprehension of the 
thief, who was recognised as an old hand. 

‘The remainder of the property, including 

the letters, is still missing.—The prisoner 

was sentenced, at the Mixed Court, to 200 
blows and three months’ cangue. 

A Naval Court, to enquire into the cir 
cumstances of the wreck of the British 
barque Serpent, on the Shalutien shoal, in 
the Gulf of Pechili, has been held before 
Commander Church, of H.B.M.’s gunboat 
Curlew. ‘The circumstances of the wreck, 
now well known, were fully gone into, and 
the captain of the Serpent, Mr. Abel, was 
reprimanded, but not deprived of his certi- 
ficate.—We hear that the Serpent, as she 
lay on the shoal, was sold by public auction 
to Mr. James Watts, a pilot at Taku, for 
the low sum of $30. With difficulty he 

managed to tow the hull, as already an- 

{ nounced in these columns, into Taku, 
where it is to be placed as a pontoon.

on the 19th ultimo, from Yokohama, and 
was followed in the evening by H.B.MLS. 
Audacious, from Nagasaki. ‘The latter de- 
parted for Yokohama on the 20th: 

Lately it would seem that there has 
been great fatality among the American 
Admirals on the retired list. “By the last 
mail, news was received that six Admirals, 
all of more or less high repute, had died 
within the short space of ten days. Official 
news, however, was only received of two 
of their deaths, and on Friday the war- 
vessels in port, of different’ nationalities, 
lowered their flags half-mast in respect to 
their memory. 

‘The Darjeeling News says that brick tea 
may now be considered as forming one of 
the manufacturing industries of that district 
of India. One enterprising planter has 
made a large quantity of brick tea from 
prunings, and expects to make a very good 
hing out of it. 

‘The L. & C. Express says a movement 
has been set on foot in London, with a view 
to working business’ in such a manner in 
China that the market for teas shall be at 
Shanghai, and not at the river ports. The 
measures which have been taken with this 
object havé not been sufficiently matured 
to produce any results for the coming 
season ; but it is hoped that this may be 
accomplished next year:

It is curious what anumber of Liu-ch’iuan 
sailors seem to get driven on to the Chinese 
coast. Nearly every month some one of the 
Governors of the coast provinces reports 
that a crew have been picked up in his 
territory and are being cared for according 
to rule, preparatory to being sent home. 
‘The Gazette of the 15th April relates two 
such incidents. One boat-load was picked 
up by some Chinese fishermen in the 
neighbourhood of Chusan, and taken by 
them to Foochow, where they are being 
maintained at the extravagant rate of a 
pint of rice and 6 casha day, until they 
‘can be sent back.—The adventures of the se- 
‘cond party were more startling. They sailed 
from Napa for the Meiaco Sima islands in 
‘May, 1876, but were driven in a gale tothe 
coast of Corea, from whence they drifted 
down to the mouth of the Yangtsze, when 
their vessel became a total wreck. “Having 
swum ashore, they were taken charge of by 
the local authorities and sent to Soochow, 
where they arrived in October. Kept 














there four months, for no-apparent reason 
unless to give the officials the gratification 
of feeding them on the regulation pint of 
rice and 6 cash per diem during that period, 
they were eventually sent through Shang- 
hai to Foochow, where they are also waiting 
an opportunity of being sent back to Napa. 

The Peking Gazette of the 19th April con- 
tainsareport from the Governor of Kiangsu, 
regarding the measures taken for the re- 
lief of the refugees from the famine- 
stricken districts North of the Yangtsze, 
‘who were cared for in this province during 
the winter.—It is stated that altogether 
some 85,000 people were relieved. A 
rather rose-coloured account is given of the 
‘measures taken ; but these were undoubt- 
edly creditable to the provincial authorities. 
The standard of comfort of the Chinese 
peasant is at the best not high, and when 
it isa question of being saved from star- 
vation, he naturally expects to derogate 
considerably even from that. The people 
were provided with shelter and sufficient 
food to sustain life, and order was main- 
tained. They were given a supply of 








}seed and a month’s rations when sent 


back to their homes.—This, however, 
was the case of a comparatively wealthy 
province bearing a burden suddenly 
thrust upon it from outside; little or no 
Imperial assistance was given or required. 
‘What we shall be interested to see is the 
report of the Governor of Shantung, where 
the local resources utterly failed ; and the 
Imperial Government apparently left the 
people to die. 

‘The Chinese Envoys, says the L. & 0. 
Bapress, have been to Brighton, where they 
were entertained by Mr. Ashbury, M.P., 
and visited the Aquarium; and in the 
evening were present at the pavilion Dome, 
where Mr. Ashbury addressed over 3,000 
persons on his recent tour round the world. 
He took occasion to speak in very courteous 
terms of the Chinese Legation in London, 
which he trusted would lead to an extension 
of amicable relations between England and 
China. 

According to the Turkestan Gazette, the 
official journal of Tashkend, a serious en- 
counter between the Chinese and Kashgar 
troops is drawing near, the hostile parties 
being only separated by the Tian Shan 
Hills! To prepare for the conflict the 
Chinese have established a large arsenal at 
Lanchefa, whence 10,000 breech-loading 
rifles of the Berdan type the other day 
were sent to Gutchen, the head-quarters of 
the expeditionary foree. Yakoob Beg, on 
his part, is likewise arming. 

Messrs. Baber and Gill reached Cuvna- 
xixo on the 8th April. They have engaged 
ahouse, in which they seem comfortably 
settled.—There had been no hot weather 
up to date (April 14th) and winter clothes 
were still in vo-ue. Very little sun, but a 
great deal of mist and fog. Letters and 
papers were reaching them regularly. The 
voyage up was not marked by any adven- 
ture of importance, and occupied 60 days 
from Hankow. 

The last news from Icuanc was that 

everything was quiet, and all seemed going 
on right.

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THE NEW PORTS. 


In was not to be expected that mer 
chants would rush to the new ports as 
was done -at the opening of Tientsin 
and Hankow. The places now opened 
to foreign trade are of less importance, 
. and experience has shown that the 
value of new outports is rather as 
affording fresh points of contact than 
as affording remunerative business 
to resident foreign merchants. They 
enable foreign merchandise to be 
Jsid down nearer the door of the 
consumer, at a cheaper cost therefore 
as regards freight than if they were 
subjected to various transhipments, and 
with a greater certainty of escape from 
lekin taxation in transit than when they 
aro travelling in native bottoms, But 
instead of buying on the spot from 
foreign merchants, the native dealers 
are lending more and more to go to 
Shanghai to make their purchases, 
availiug themselves only of the machin- 
ery of steamer trausport to lay down 
their goods at their own place of trade. 
Obviously the resident foreign merchant, 
the, has little opportunity ; except at 
special seasons—at Hankow and Foo- 
chow, during the ten season, for instance 
—there is little occupation except for 
a few commission houses; the great 
bulk of the business is doue at Shanghai; 
which tends more and more to become 
® commercial emporium whither pro- 
duce is brought, and whence foreign 
goods are, sent out, from and to the 
whole of the Yangtze and Northern 
ports. Bat oven taking all these cir- 
cumstances into cousideration, it must 
be admitted that the opening of the 
new ports has fallen remarkably flat. 
It might bave been expected that two 
or three foreign houses would have 
been at once established, ut each of the 
three new ports in which Shanghai is 
interested; but Wénchow seems, as 
yet, to be the only place at which the 
experiment has been made, Of Ichang 
wo know as yet very little; its chief 
~ value lies probably being the 
head—so far at least as the present 
class of steamers is concerned—of the 
navigation of the Yungize. Shase, a 
Jittle lower down the stream, which is 
made only a port of call, seems to be 
the chief place of trade. Bat we may 
take it for granted that steamer agencies 
will ‘shortly be established at Iebang; 
and we shall gradually learn more about 
its capabilities. Wénchow and Wubu, 
however, seem to be the natural outlets 
for fertileand well-watered districts; and 
“might become places of considerable 
trade if foreign energy and capital were 
brought tobear upon their developement. 
Clearly they are not places where for- 
eiguers can expect to go and pick up a 
business ready-made, They are not 
places where those who have been 
unfortunate elsewhere can hope to 
rapidly retrieve their fortunes. They 
” are sites of a considerable native trade ; 








but if this trade is to be developed 
eo as to be of value to foreigners, 
capital and energy are required, to 
collect produce which used to permeate 
through other channels. Both are 
natural outlets for tea-producing dis. 
tricte; but euch teas as now find their 
way to foreign markets do so through 
other channels, to Foochow, Ningpo, 
and Chinkeang. For the present year 
these teas have been already contracted 
for, and will follow their old routes. 
If foreign capital is employed next 
year, they can probably be collected at 
the new emporia; and will presumably 
be laid down there at a cheaper price 
in view of the shorter distauce to be 
travelled. It is as advantageous to a 
merchant to bay produce as near as 
possible to the place of production, as 
it to land his as near as 
possible to the place of sale; and herein 
is one object of opening new ports— 
multiplying points of contact. Even if 
foreign merchants do not attempt to 
develope @ local business, the providing 
of greater facility of carriage will no 
doubt lead the native dealers to collect 
produce at the nearer port, instead of 
sending it overland to the dearer one. 
Before the Taeping Rebellion, Wénchow 
seems in fact to have beon the emporium 
of @ considerable tea-trade—the port 
where the produce of all the neighbour.

TELEGRAPHY AND TELEPHONY. 


So intimately has the electric telegraph 
become associated with our daily life, 
that any invention which will bave a 
tendency to increase the facilities of 
intercommunication becomes to all of 
us, more or less, a matter of private 
concern. When land lines bad become 
generally established, and messages 
were flashed acrors Europe, or a net- 
work of wires stretched from one end 
of England to the other, it seemed as if 
telegraphic progress had censed for a 
time. With the laying of the first 
submarine cable, a new era was 
Cables @ ab once ex- 
1d limited in their powers of 
transmission, and when, more especially, 
the bold stroke was made of laying 
one across the Atlantic, it became 
evident that some more refined and 
perfect method of trans 
needed than bad proved 5 
rongbly constructed land lines. ‘The 
conductive power of long lengths of 
insulated cable was soon found to be 
limited, while the proximity of the 
conductor to the earth and water caused 
induced currents, whose nature was 
but little understood. The first early 
attempts to get over these difficulties by 














sheer force resulted in. signal failure, 
and the first Atlantic cable remains as. 
a record to show how little were the 
Jaws of electric resistance comprehiended 
in those days. Even with improved 
instruments, and working with as low 
charges as possible, deép sea cables are 
subject to many maladies from which 
the more robust land lines are exempt ; 
and we here, in China, depending as we 
do, for our telegraphic news on sub- 
marine lines, are particularly interested 
in the progress of ocean telegrapby. 
The difficult questions to be solved 
have éngaged the attention of the 
ablest men of science, and hence 
it, is not surprising that, gradually, 
ocean telegraphy is becoming fixed on 
 surer basis, Marine cables, as we 
know, are subject to many difficulties 
and dangers, some exterual, some in- 
timately connected with the cables 
themselves. ‘The dangers of breakage, 
or chafing along rocky ground ; those 
incident to marine accidents, such as 
fouling of anchors or destruction by 
the attacks of marine avimals—form 
one class. Of another sort are those 
incident to imperfect insulation, to 
induced currents, to resistance aud to 
that gradual but silent deterioration 
which as yet seems the inevitable fate 
of submarine A third class 
of difficulties arises from the want of 
capacity; for marine cables take a 
definite time to report a signal, and 
any attempt to make them jog faster 
only results in inevitable confusion. 
Cate in manufacture. and judgment in 
laying ave reduced the first class of 
accidents ; and the substitution of india- 
rubber for gutta percha has consider. 
ably reduced the difficulties of the 
second order, Still, as the capacity of 
cable seemed to be strictly limited, 
its powers of earning were palpably 
constricted, and this necessitated the 
keoping down the first cost to the 
lowest limits. Any improvement, there- 
fore, which would enable the cable to 
carry more messages in a given time, 
would increase its powers of earning 
and permit of more elborate precaus 
tions in the first instance, 

‘or a good many years the thoughts 
of electricians have been turned towards 
the means by which such a desideratum 
could be accomplished. One of the 
most ingenious of these was what bas 
become known asthe “duplex” system, 
whereby messeges could seemingly be 
sent from each end at the same time, 
We say seemingly, because, in effect, 
the signal was given not by the passage 
of the messages through tho wire 
from opposite ends, 
stoppage of the currents upsetting 
the equilibrium of a galvanometer 
ateither extremity. If the stream of a 
mill-raco be divided into two equal parts, 
and made to impinge on the opposite 
sides of a wheel, it is evident that 
equilibrium will result.

They 
indicate however a steady progress in 
the art, and lend a hope that, in place 
of it being a Inxury, or a heavy harden 
on trade, we may soon be able to 
make use of marine telegraphy in our 
ordinary communications with the rest 
of the world.

That worthy ordered him to be tied 
‘up in the station, and gave instructions to 
his minions to “squeeze” tho refractory 
man, All attempts to extort money from 
him’ having proved fruitless, the soldiers 
fied ian wp and gave him a sere logging. 
‘The people of the neighbourhood, of-which, 
by the way, the passonger.was a native, had 
in the meantime been growing gradtally 
more and more excited, and when they saw 
this unmerited punishment inflicted, their 
indignation broke bounds, and arming them- 
solves with bamboos they attacked the lekin 
station. ‘The guard tuned a gun upon them, 
and, firing, killed two of the crowd, who 
thereupon’ fetched out all the guns and 
other wespons they could muster and a 
gonoral fight ensued.

MACAO. 


The residents of Macao were thrown into 

a state of great excitement yesterday 
mofning by a most extraordinary storm. 
A heavy squall came on about half-past five 
@'elock, attended with loud peals of thunder 
and vivid flashes of lightning. Several 
+ houses were struck by the lightning, but 
no considerable e seems to have 
resulted. After this we had a heavy hail- 
storm, which destroyed many panes of glass 
fn the windows of St. Joseph's College, 
Santo Agostinho, the Central Police Station, 
and private houses. In my own house f 
found ‘on the floor a pidce of glass, quite 
rotind, about six inches anda half in 
circumference, and in one of the panes was 
a hole exactly corresponding in shape and 
size; which makes me think the piece of ice 
by which it had been broken out must have 
been of: that size. Many old residents 
remember 4 similar hailstorm which visited 
‘Macao in the year 1830, in the month of 
‘August. ‘The Chinese look upon the storm 
as an infallible omen of good things in store 
for the Settlement. ‘They say it will bring 
abundance of good chances, and that every- 
thing will be plentiful. ‘The weather has 
been very bad forthe past week.—Every- 
thing is, as usual, very quiet, trade being 
yery ull, and no news stiring.—Daily

* ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


April 11th.—(1 and 2) Decrees in reply 
to memorials from the Governor of Kel 
chow, denouncing long lists of military an 
civil officials, In accordance with his ap- 
plication, a Brigadier-General named Yeh 
Chéng-hiung is cashiered and sentenced to 
perpetual exclusion from farther recom- 
mendation or employment, on the ground 
of self-seeking practices in contempt of the 
Taw and disregard of what was due to his 
position. A similar sentence is pronounced 
againat a Colonel named Chén Che-tao, for 
treacherous and deceitful conduct, ‘dis- 
graceful tovhis‘ official rank. Five or six 
others, from the rank of Brigadier-General 
down, are cashiered for various forms of 
misconduct ; and two captains are degraded 
to the rank oflientenant. In the following 
decree, 2 list of civilian functionaries, from 
the rank of Prefect downwards, ocoupyin; 
three pages of the Gazette, is dealt with, 
the delinquents being cashiered or degraded 
according to circumstances. 


(8) A Decree. Let P'an Sze-lien JR Ihe 
i succeed to the post of Vice-Governor 
of Shun-t'ien Fu. 


(4) The Court of Censors memorialize 
forwarding an appeal lodged. by a native of 
the province of Honan, named Teng 
Ch’wan-san, complaining that his mother 
had beon murdered by a party of robbers, 
whom the local authorities have allowed to 
go free.—Referred in the usual manner.

Koh’s suspicions of his wife's fidelity. 
were aroused. through his seeing her 



































continually in Yang Nai-wu's company ; and 





he sought to assure himself of what was 
joing on by listening at the window-aill, 
Sut he was able to hear nothing beyond 
Yang Naiwu instructing his wile im the 
text of the Classics, He complained, how- 
ever, to his mother-in-law and her husband;_ 
and his mother-in-law, having visited the 
house and seen her daughter taking her 
meals in company with Yang Nai-wu, was 
unable to divest herself of the suspicions 
she had formed, As she spoke of these to 
outsiders, the matter became a subject of 
common gossip in the neighbourhood. At 
the advice of his relatives, Koh moved in 
July, 1873, from Yang Nai-wu's dwelling to 
another house, belonging to a cousin of his 
wife’s step-father, named Wan, i 
who himself lived next door. 
kept an active watch, but al 
any visits paid to the house by Yang Nai- 
wu. On the 15th October following, Koh 
scolded and beat his wife on account of his 
dinner being behindhand, and she, in a fit 
of disgust, cut her hair short and vowed 
that she would enter a nunnery. The mo-

hearing of the quarrel, came one after an- 
other to the house, and on Koh Pih-she's 
mother angrily exclaiming that things 
should not have reached such a pass for 80 
trifling a matter, and the mother of Koh 
himself blaming his conduct, he replied, this 
being the first occasion of such a remark, 
that he had taken this opportunity of vent- 
ing his displeasure on account of the affair 
with Yang Nai-wu. On the 36th November 
he was taken ill, with a complaint to which 
he was liable, and two days afterwards he 
was seen by the neighbour returning home 
shewing symptoms of ague. The ti-pao 
Wang Lin saw him stop at a’ cake-vondor’s 
shop and buy a dumpling, after eating 
which he was seized with vomiting. Ho 
returned to his house, and, feeling ve 
weak, desired his wife to take 1,000 cash 
to her father-in-law and request him to buy 
certain medicines for him, His wife's 
mother paid him a visit forthwith, and 
found him lying very ill inbed, shivering and 
vomiting, after which she returned home. 
His wife, alarmed by a choking sound in his 
throat, called out to him, but whito froth 
issued from his lips and he wasunabletoutter 
aword. In her alarm, she screamed to the 
neighbours, who hurried in, and sho 
entreated them to fetch her own and her 
husband’s mother, which they did ; but all 
their endeavours,’ aided by the advice of a 
medical practitioner who was called in, 
proved fruitless, and the patient died to: 
wards evening.’ His mother attended to 
the preparations for interment of the cor 

and expressed no doubt of his having died 
of the violent fever with which his illness 
was at the time identified.

rea, and finally drifted down to the mouth 
of the Yangtaze, where their vessel became 
a total wreck. Having swum on shore, 
they were taken change of by the local 
authorities and sent on by them to the 
provincial capital, Soochow. ‘They arrived 
Xt this place on the 18th October last, and 
on the 5th February, 1877, they reached 
Shangha, from which point they wero for 
warded by steamer to Foochow. . They will 
be relioved in the usual manner, an nt 
back when opportunity offers, to their own 
country.

Provision was made for 
issue of two rations of congee per diem 
toeach individual, the  allowanso, bein 
four-fifths of apint to adults and one-hali 
fiat quantity for children.” To auch of the 
refugees as came in boats anchorage room 
was allowed, and rico was served out to be 
cooked by themselves, with a dole of cash 
and supplies of fuel, and cotton for the 
purpose of wadding their clothes. Medical 
attendance was also provided for the sick 
and for women in child-bed. In order to 
prevent too large a concourse of individuals 
at any one point, such as might have given 
rise to disturbances, orders were sent 
to the provincial Treasurer to forward 
funds to the various afflicted districts 
for local issues of relief ; and measures 
were taken to institute labour-relief works 
upon the Canal in order to provide employ- 
ment for such of the afflicted population 
as had not yet migrated from their own 
yar of the country. “Agencies for the 
istribution of relief were established at 
Yang chow, Chinkiang, Kiang-yin, ete, to 
attend to the requirements of that portion 
of the sufferers who had not yet crossed 
tho Yangtsze, or who were in the first stage 
of their journey after crossing the River. 
‘As regards those who were the first to 
migrate, and who were established about 
the relief agencies at Soochow and Ch'ang- 
chow, or who had been draughted off to 
Sungkiang, T’ai-ts'ang, etc., to bo taken 
care of the total number amotinted to 10,600 
amd odd.

Monday, the first day of tho races, was 
productive of disappointment in various 
ways, but, notwithstanding, the sport was 
good throughout.

Secoxp Day. 
Tuesday, Ist May, 1877. 

The fine weather made the second day 
of the races an infinitely more pleasurable 
one than the first, and attracted a much 
greater number of spectators; though, 
strange to say, there were fewer ladies in the 
Stand than on Monday.—Especially notice- 
able was the enormous number of Chinese 
who thronged the main road, and lined the. 
Defence Creek with a dark blue fringe ; 
every grave mound round the Course, 
even, was dotted with native spectators, 
who ‘seemed to take immense interest in 
the proceedings. Every wheel-conveyance 
in Shanghai, from the new ’busses to the 
humble barrow seemed to have been en- 
gaged, and the ‘ricksha men must have 
reaped a splendid harvest. 

The weather improved the condi- 
tion -of the course, and some excellent 
sport was afforded ; though the results 
were not always in accordance with precon- 
ceived certainties. ‘The Blue Ribbon of the 
Shanghai Spring Meeting only induced 
fifteen starters to come to the post, 
against twenty-three last year, and the 
remainder of the races were nowhere as 











> regards numbers. Still, the sport was above 


the average, and much applause followed 
the success of Mr. Toots for the Spring Cup 
and of Suavité for the Derby. An enormous 
pot was upset by Infatuation’s victory in 
the “Concordia Cup,” Black Satin having 
been considered one of the greatest cer 
taintics ever known on the turf, 3, 4, 5, 
and 6 to 1 were laid upon him in gra” 
dually inereasing progression ; and “we 
even heard of 10 to 1 being offered. 
‘The race was a close one throughout, and 
doubtful almost to the Inst few strides. It 
was not till the lastmomentthat Iufatnation, 
urged to his utmost, succeeded in forging 
ahead of the crack, and landing the Cup 
for his owner, who, together with the 
jockey, was loudly cheered as he led the 
Pony past the Stand, 
‘The Race Club Cup, again, produced a 
splendid race between’ the two first placed 
nies. Wild Idea was the favourite, but 
Fimrod had warm partisans ; and the result 
proved that they were not far wrong in their 
sympathies. The race was a neck and 
neck one almost from start to finish, and 
was won on the post literally by a nose.

ath the shelter of the Grand Stand, 
the temperature was delightfully cool, but 
outside the heat was great, and umbrellas 
and pith and straw hats were the fashion. 
‘The attendance early in the day was but 
scanty, but after tiffin the Grand Stand 
and enclosure presented a very animated 
appearance, there being more spectators 
than on either of the preceding days, 
There was also a goodly sprinkling of 
ladies, and all that was wanted to complete 
the general enjoyment was some music. 
Belle Vue was also numerously attended, 
as well asthe outside stands. The Stewards 
deserve praise for the punctuality with 
which time was observed, the sport closin; 
each day at a commendably early hour, in 
fact on Tuesday and yesterday before sun- 
down, ‘The general arrangements were 
good, and although much confusion was 
Sxpetienced on the road leading to the 
course, and also at the entrance to the 
Grand’ Stand, consequent on the large 
number of jinrikshas and wheelbarrows 
plying for hire, the Police carefully kept 
the middle of the thoroughfare clear, 
and not a single collision or accident of 
any kind occurred, ‘The course was a 
flying one, being in the best possible 
order, though towards five o'clock it be- 
came dusty and somewhat hard. Owing 
to some reason, however, the running 
was not so good as on former occasions ; 
though why, under what must be con- 
sidered very favourable conditions, the 
pace should have been slower than usual, 
is inexplicable. One exception must be 
made, however, ss to the mile-and-a-half 
for the Shanghai Club Cup, it being 
covered in 3 min. 19} secs., as against 
§ min, 21} seca. hut Spring, in which time 
the Great Northern Handicap, over the 
same distance, was won by Only. The 
Great Northern, on this occasion, was 
made a plate race over three-quarters of a 
mile, and wss won by Rajah in 1 min. 33 
secs., the same distance having been 
covered last Spring, in the Merchants’ 
Cup, by Wild Moor in 1 min. 32} secs. 
‘The Ladies’ Purse was considered 80 cer- 
tain for Black Satin, that only two others 
entered the field against him. He won 
easily in 2 min. 51} secs., against 2 min. 
Ome i hich he won the same prize 
jast year. The Kiangen Plate was an easy 
victory for Wild Idea over Maraudeur, in 
Amin.

brought only eight to the post out of an 
entry of 27. rwasrathe the favourite, 
with Rajah next for choice, Patrician 
being also held to have a good chance;

But it 
is notoriously impossible to judge from 
the Stand; and “a dead heat” was the 
verdict of the Judge. 

‘The owners decided to run the race again 
after the ponies had had a short rest, and 
at 5.45 the saddling bell rung for the decid- 
ing heat. Fiesco had considerably the call 
in the betting, though on what ground it 
was dificult 6 ace, as the grey Tooked to 
us the fresher of the two as they: walked 
out on the course, The race was a fine 
fone till near the end, and another exciting 
finish seemed in prospect, when Fiesco 
swerved badly (just before reaching Belle 
‘Vue) and put himself practically out of the 
race, We do not believe, however, that 
the mishap altered the result, though it 
‘undoubtedly accounted for two of the four 
engths by which he was beaten. 

In connection with this meeting, it ought 
tobe mentioned that four familiar facos 
were missed from among the “mounts,” 
notably of two who have, we believe, not 
been absent previously for at least twelve 
years.

Since then, brit notices have appeared 
concerning the Legation in Portland Place, 
and the movements of the Envoy and his 
suito, in all of which Dr. a8 
English Secretary and cicerone holds a 
prominent place. The first public appear- 
ance of any of the suite was, as you will 
have’ seen, in a Police Court. ‘This was 
certainly far from being a “Celestial” 
sphere in its surroundings, and the case of 
a drunken Irishman assaulting a ‘ Heathen 
Chines” was anything but heavenly in 
its aspect, while the swearing of the 
complainant by ing a saucer had 
little of the psychological philosophy in it.
